Subj: GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CONVENING AUTHORITY AND PROVISION
OF LEGAL SERVICES SUPPORT FOR MARINE CORPS SUPPORT
ACTIVITY, KANSAS CITY, MISSOURI

1. Purpose. To designate the officer responsible for
convening general courts-martial and providing legal service
support for Marine Corps Support Activity, Kansas City,

Missouri.

2. Cancellation. MCO 5810.7B.

3. General Court-Martial Authority. Pursuant to the
provisions of section 0128b of the reference, the Commanding
General, Marine Corps Base, Camp Pendleton, California, is
assigned as the general court-martial convening authority for
Marine Corps Support Activity, Kansas City, Missouri.

4. Provision of Personnel. The general court-martial
convening authority assigned by this Order will provide judge
advocates and legal support personnel necessary to conduct
general courts-martial, special courts-martial, administrative
discharge proceedings, courts-martial vacation proceedings, and
Article 32, Uniform Code of the Military Justice (UCMJ)
investigations.

5. Military Justice Responsibilities. The general

court-martial convening authority assigned by this Order will
exercise all other legal functions of the officer exercising
general court-martial convening authority with respect to
military justice matters involving the Marine Corps Support
Activity, including, but not limited to: review of
courts-martial under R.C.M. 1112, Manual for Courts-Martial,
1984; Article 74a, UCMJ, clemency action on general court-martial
and on special courts-martial which include an approved bad
discharge; promulgation of courts-martial orders when required;
vacation of suspended sentences or portions thereof adjudged by
general courts-martial or by special courts-martial which include
an approved bad conduct discharge; retention of records of

trial; imposition of commanding general’s nonjudicial
punishments; and action on appeals from nonjudicial punishment.

6. Other Responsibilities. The general court-martial convening
authority assigned by this Order will exercise legal functions
with respect to administrative law matters involving the Marine
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Corps Support Activity, including, but not limited to: actions
on Article 138, UCMJ, complaints; request masts; review of JAG
Manual investigations when appropriate; and action on
administrative discharge proceedings.

7. Funding. The cost of travel and per diem related to the
conduct of general and special courts-martial and other duties
directed by this Order will be charged to the operating budget
which supports temporary additional duty travel for Marine
Corps Support Activity, as appropriate.

8. Reserve Applicability. This Order is applicable to the

Marine Corps Reserve.
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
